EDITORIAL 


IN  American  colleges  today  secret  societies 
known  as  Greek-letter  fraternities  have  be- 
come very  popular  on  many  of  the  largest  and 
finest  campuses.  Some  of  these  organisations 
date  back  past  the  turn  of  the  century  and 
have  become  large  national  fraternities  with 
branches  at  universities  throughout  the  United 
States. 

Most  of  these  fraternities  profess  only  the 
highest  Christian  principles  and  their  constitu- 
tions contain  very  elevating  ideals.  Many  ex- 
clude from  membership  all  who  will  not 
solemnly  swear  to  a  belief  in  Christ.  Their 
supposed  greatest  virtue  and  purpose  of  their 
institution  is  that  suggested  by  the  word 
fraternity — brotherhood. 

Yet  it  is  strange  that  despite  the  lofty  con- 
cepts of  morality  proclaimed  by  these  societies, 
and  despite  their  popularity,  moralists,  reli- 
gionists, and  educators  alike  have  proclaimed 
against  and  fought  the  further  development  of 
these  fraternal  orders — and  their  objections  are 
justified. 

The  usual  social  fraternity  has  developed 
into  a  snobbish  haven  for  college  playboys 
who,  after  the  solemn  ceremonies  observed  by 
these  groups  are  over,  shelve  the  high  ideals  of 
brotherly  love,  comradeship,  and  democracy. 
Whatever  brotherhood  is  left  is  confined  to  the 
elite  circle  of  membership. 

The  undemocratic  "blackball"  system  is  used 
which  gives  one  member  the  power  to  deny 
membership  to  anyone  considered  though  the 
rest  be  in  favour.  This  is  a  most  vicious  prac- 
tice which  has  caused  untold  feelings  and 
enmity. 

It  is  true  that  brotherhood  is  stressed  and 
often  found  within  the  group,  but  often  to  the 
exclusion  of  those  who  do  not  belong.  Their 
socials  and  parties  often  end  in  drunken  brawls 
and  a  variety  of  immoral  practices  result. 

In  Cape  Town  recently  a  group  of  young 
college-age  men  met  in  convention.  One  might 
have  even  called  it  a  fraternity — in  fact  it  was 
a  fraternity  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word.  Yet 
there  was  a  vast  difference  between  the  forced 
shallow  friendships  of  the  college  fraternity 
and  the  warm  genuine  love  for  fellow  Elder 
displayed  by  the  missionaries  as  they  greeted 


old  companions  and  welcomed  new.  The  group 
was  welded  by  a  great  and  glorious  common 
bond — the  Gospel  of  Love.  These  young  men, 
bearing  the  Priesthood  of  God,  met  to  discuss 
the  problems  of  their  work  as  ministers  of 
Christ's  restored  church,  to  feel  the  joy  of 
gathering  together  in  fellowship,  and  to  receive 
enlightenment  through  spiritual  meetings. 

Far  from  being  snobbish,  these  young  men 
offer  a  welcome  hand  to  any  who  care  to  join 
them  upon  conditions  of  personal  qualification 
within  the  reach  of  all — the  purpose  of  their 
organisation  being  to  prepare  as  many  as  will 
heed  its  teachings  for  a  higher  and  more  glori- 
ous destiny  beyond  the  comprehension  of  its 
mortal  members. 

So  with  service  to  their  fellow-men  their 
theme,  the  Elders  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-Day  Saints  met  together,  studied  their 
problems  and  considered  the  best  methods  and 
policies  to  be  used  in  carrying  their  message  to 
the  people  of  South  Africa.  They  had  their 
light  moments  as  the  Elders  reminisced  in 
groups  and  gaily  performed  before  audiences. 
They  had  their  tense  moments  in  exciting  games 
followed  by  sad  and  serious  moments.  The 
testimonies  borne  brought  tears  to  the  eyes  of 
men,  and  a  glowing  warmth  emanated  from 
each  speaker  as  the  Holy  Spirit  gave  them 
utterance. 

The  experiences  of  one  week  brought  these 
men  infinitely  closer  to  one  another,  and  when 
the  time  came  to  part  a  mutual  feeling  of 
sorrow  mingled  with  joy  prompted  strong  hand- 
clasps and  hearty  embraces.  The  great  frater- 
nity of  Elders  returned  once  again  to  various 
fields  of  labour  with  renewed  "faith,  hope,  and 
charity" — yes,  with  increased  love  for  their 
brethren,  unforced  and  unfeignea,  geniune  and 
warm. 

They  returned  anxious  to  share  the  joys  of 
their  organisation  with  all  others  who  would 
heed.  They  have  succeeded  where  the  college 
fraternities  have  failed,  for  their  motives  are 
pure,  simple,  and  unselfish — and,  most  of  all, 
their  actions  are  sanctioned  and  guided  by  one 
greater  than  they. 

It  is  good  to  belong  to  this  fraternity.

CONVENTrON    NEWS: 

71     ELDERS    MEET   IN    CAPE    TOWN 


THE  1949  South  African  Elders  Conven- 
tion was  held  in  Cape  Town  from 
January  28th  through  February  6th.  The 
activities  were  under  the  direction  of  Presi- 
dent Evan  P.  Wright.  The  week's  pro- 
gram included  Gospel  study  classes,  policy 
discussions,  record  reports,  a  variety  show, 
basketball  games  and  a  testimony  meeting. 
Every  Elder  had  a  part  in  making  the  ten- 
day  conclave  a  memorable  success. 

The  opening  services  scheduled  for  8.00 
a.m.  at  Rhodes  Memorial  were  postponed 
until  afternoon  because  of  early  morning 
rain.  The  large  gathering  at  the  3.30  ser- 
vice enjoyed  the  idyllic  surroundings,  the 
music  and  the  short  talks  given  by  Elders 
Duncan  and  Williams.  The  Cape  quartette, 
consisting  of  Elders  Parker,  S.  Workman, 
R.  Taylor  and  Evans,  sang  two  numbers. 

The  following  Monday  night  the  six  dis- 
tricts competed  in  the  Elder's  Variety 
Show.  The  Cape  Elders,  last  on  the  three 
hour  program,  were  awarded  first  place 
honors  for  their  skit  about  President 
"Wrong"  and  his  missionary  "volun- 
teers." Individual  honors  went  to  Elders 
Rockwood  of  East  London  and  Dalton  of 
Port  Elizabeth.  Elder  Dalton  was  the 
master  of  ceremonies  for  the  evening's 
show. 

Thursday  in  the  Old  Drill  Hall  before  a 
capacity  crowd  of  nearly  four  hundred,  the 
Transvaal  elders  beat  the  Cape  in  both  the 
featured  basketball  games.  In  the  first 
game  Elder  Cockrell  scored  10  points  1.0 
lead  the  Transvaal  to  a  43  to  34  win. 
Elder  Williams,  playing  his  final  game  be- 
fore leaving  the  mission  field,  led  the  losers 
with  14  points. 

In  the  second  game  Elder  Backman's  20 
points  and  Elder  Clarkes'  19  ran  the  final 
score  to  62  for  the  Transvaal  and  49  for 
the  Cape.  Elder  Whiting  was  high  man 
for  the  Cape  elders  with  12  points. 

Elder  Cockrell  was  confined  to  the  hospi- 
tal for  observation  after  the  first  game  and 
Elder  Margetts  suffered  a  fractured  wrist 
in  the  second  game  of  the  rough  and 
tumble  evening. 


Coming  as  a  climax  to  the  week,  the 
Friday  testimony  meeting  lasted  nine  and 
a  half  hours.  During  the  day  every  Elder 
stood  and  declared  his  conviction  of  the 
divinity  of  his  mission  work.  Everyone 
was  deeply  moved  by  the  testimony  of 
Elder  Gardner  following  the  announce- 
ment of  his  father's  death. 

The  final  activity  of  the  busy  convention 
was  the  Saturday  night  banquet  under  the 
direction  of  Elders  Barton  and  Reed.  Part 
of  the  evening  was  spent  in  autographing 
the  souvenir-programs  presented  to  each 
Elder  and  guest.  Elder  Herzog  was  in 
charge  of  the  program  and  Elders  Curtis, 
Gardner,  Rockwood  and  N.  G.  Smith  were 
the  speakers.  Elders  Felt  and  Jenkins 
played  piano  numbers  and  the  quartette  and 
Elder  Workman  sang  the  concluding  vocal 
selections. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  conven- 
tion was  the  unity  and  brotherly  love  that 
prevailed.  No  bickering  or  petty  differences 
stood  between  any  Elder  and  his  brother. 
With  this  love  of  his  fellows  in  his  heart, 
every  Elder  quietly  dedicated  the  months 
of  1949  to  greater  missionarj^  work.
